Authorize Six-Day Week With One 
Day Oft 

Abandonment of the five-day unin- 
terrupted week, which Soviet Russia 
adopted throughout the. nation last 
year in an effort to speed tip produc- 
tion, and substitution of a six-day in- 
terrupted. week, has been authorized 
by the council of people’s commissars. 

Working hours were reduced at the 
same time from 6% hours to six 
hours daily to Gompensate for the loss 
of time off. The measure, which be- 
came effective December 1, is aimed 
at “correcting defects” encountered 
in the uninterrupted week. The ac- 
tion was regarded at Moscow’ as the 
most important since the introduction 
of the piece-work system of wages. 

One of the most significant features | 
of the new ruling was the. introduc- 
tion of a comnion day off. The six-day 
week will mean five working days and 
one day off, the latter falling on the 
sixth, 12th, 18th, 24th, and 30th days 
of each month, corresponding to the 
customary fixed day off in other coun- 
tries. The five-day week consisted of 
four days of work and one day off.

Another Scientific Triumph 


Discovery Of One Of Unknown 
Elements Which Compose 
Earth 


Commenting on the recent discov- 
ery of one of the two unknown ele- 
mental substances that’ compose the 
earth, Prof. Louis M. Dennes, head of 
the Chemistry Department of Cornell 
University, described it as one of the 
greatest scientific discoveries of all 
time. This, in all probability, will 
seem exaggerated language to the 
average man in the street to whom 
talk of element Number 87 is as in- 
comprehensible as Einstein's theory 
of relativity. Having reached the 
present period of his life without. ex- 
periencing discomfort from his per- 
sonal ignorance of the long-missing 
element, he was not at all likely to 
get excited over the recent announce- 
ment that it had been traced to its 
lair by Jacob Papish, Profesor of 

troscopy in the same University, 
who found it in Samarskite and calls 
it a cousin of cesium and rubidum, 
two rare elements used in photo-elec- 
tric cells. The new element, how- 
ever, has not as yet been separated in 
pure form. Should that ever happen 
with the facilities presently available, 
it would ‘probably burn up, « Dr, 
Papish says, ; 

According to the evidence, so far 
as that has been gathered, the new 
element is highly inflammable, insol- 
uble in water and is the most light- 
sensitive material known at this time. 
This is the property that renders it so 
extremely valuable for experimental 
and scientific purposes and experts 
are looking ahead for utilization in 
such ways as coating for photo-elec- 
tric cells. The mere layman, who de- 
pends for illustrations of its charac- 
ter on concrete examples, can more 
readily understand the position when 
he learns that the small amount 
labelled No, 87 in Dr. Papish’'s labora- 
tory is really priceless with a theo- 
retical equivalent in money far ex- 
ceeding that of radium, 

For the man in the street therefore, 
however difficult it may be for him to 
appreciate the value of the find, a very 
large significance lies in this news 
just released from Cornell. It reveals 
also the marvellous competency of the 
science of the present age. Nor is 
science, it may further comfort the 
man in the street to know, in any 
way depressed by the extent of the 
existing depression. Science is certain 
that the earth has been swinging in 
space for a long time, and to all ap- 
pearance will continue to do this for 
many aeons. Science, like art, is long, 
and economists, equally with the man 
in the street, can extract satisfaction 
from the fact that the scientists are 
yet anticipating greater days than 
|ever in the privacy of their laborator- 
| ies.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Introduction Of New Type Of Grasses 
Might Be Of Great Value To 
‘ Canada 

Dr. O. McConkey, formerly of the 
Ontario Agricultural oCllege at 
Guelph, expresses the opinion that in 
Russia might be found several plants 
of immense value to Canada and the 
rest of the world. .

Canada’s Arctic Airways 


Important Factor In Transportation 
Business Of the Far North 


Within the past three years the 
aeroplane has established itself as a 
factor in the transportation business 
of the Far North, according to the 
North West Territories and Yukon 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior. Today well equipped com- 
mercial airways companies operate 
in the Mackenzie and Keewatin Dis- 
tricts. The 'planes that pioneered 
the Arctic airways followed the well 
established routes of river and coastal 
travel, but experience has now shown 
that much of the Arctic coastline is 
better served by cross country routes. 
From Coronation Gulf west the sev- 
eral routes leading northward are 
based on Great Slave Lake. From this 
base three recognized routes are fol- 
lowed, one to Aklavik by way of the 
Mackenzie River; a second to Copper- 
mine via Rae, Great Bear Lake and 
the valley of the Coppermine River; 
and a third from Reliance across 
country to the southern end of Bath- 
urst Inlet. The District of Keewatin 
is served from Winnipeg and The Pas, 
Manitoba, the route followed being! 
the Nelson and Churchill Rivers and 
the western coastline of Hudson Bay.

To Extend Park Highway 


New Road To Pacific Coast Via the 

: Yellowhead Pass 

A new and attractive section of 
Jasper Park, one of the largest of

In its growth to one of the great 
mining countries of the world Canada 
is fulfilling early promise, A com- 
panion of Champlain discovered sil- 
ver, copper and iron in Nova Scotia 
as fax back as 1604. The Indian had 
previously found copper, and Jesuit 
fathers found and mined gold. But 
the first commercial mining of gold of 
which there are records, was ushered 
in with the discovery in 1858 of the 
famous Fraser River deposits in Bri- 
tish Columbia. 


From that time forward our gold 
mining industry met with varying 
fortunes, production during the period 
from 1858 to 1912 seeing many ebbs 
and flows consequent upon the devel- 
opment of discoveries in British Col- 
umbia. and the Yukon. Gold has now 
been discovered in every province of 
the Dominion with the one exception 
of Prince Edward Island. At times; 
annual gold production fell below a 
million dollars, at other times the 
three flowed strong, When Yukon was 
at the peak the total reached $28,000,- 
000, of which Yukon accounted for 


$22,000,000,. This record stood for 
twenty years, until, in fact, seven 
years ago. 


With the discovery of Porcupine in 
1909 and Kirkland Lake two years 
later a new and more brilliant era 
was commenced. Three years after 
Benny Hollinger, Sandy Mcintyre, 
and Jack Wilson staked the Hollinger, 
McIntyre and Dome Mines, Ontario 
gave the first signs of coming great- 
ness in a gold mining sense. 


The possibilities of new mines be- 
ing developed are concedéd. by those: 
familiar with our mineralized areas 
to be immeasurably better than any | 
other country in the world.. This} 
statement finds international support | 
in the conclusions of the Gold Dele-| 
gation of the League of Nations.

Some idea of the benefits conferred 
on Canada by reason of the sensation- 
al development of gold mining in re- 
cent ‘years can be gained from the 
fact that a million dollars weekly of 
gold production is being infused into 
the sluggish arteries of commerce. It 
is a well known fact that a large pro- 
portion of receipts goes for payrolls 
and supplies. A well-known banker 
who knows mining from long associa- 
tion in the North has estimated that 
every dollar spent in gold mining is 
multiplied twenty-five times as it 
courses through commercial channels. 

From the standpoint of dividends 
our gold mines have built up a record 
of which any Canadian may be justly 
proud. Ontario gold mines alone, to 
the end of last year, had distributed 
to stockholders some $105,000,000, In 
the current year, with general indus- 
try operating so largely “in the red” 
Canadian gold mines will show a sub- 
stantial increase in dividends to ap- 
proximately $15,000,000. Ontario’s 
share of this large sum will be about 
94 percent. One Ontario mine, Lake 
Shore, is distributing to its stock- 
holders this calendar year, $4,800,000, 
an amount equivalent to more than 
one-quarter of the total dividends of 
Canadian chartered banks for the 
same period.

“We each have and speak,” said Dr. | 
Day, “an individual language that is 
slightly different in form, meaning 
an¢ intonation from the language of 
any other individual.

But no conscious ef- 
fort is made in changing these sets of 
words, he said. 

He described them as a simple vo- 
cavulary for old friends, such as one- 
time farmers or fishermen return to; 
another set of words implying affec- 
tion and regard and used with one’s 
faraily and intimate friends; a third, 
“perhaps a little stilted,” used when | 
the speaker wishes to be formal and 
dignified. In writing, he said, there 
is sometimes used a fourth vocabu- 
lary in which “book words perhaps 
neve used in either speech or famil- 
iar conversation appear.” 

“But beyond these four vocabular- 
ies,’ he said, “we all have a fifth 
that we seldom and perhaps never 
employ, because we deem the words | 
uuseemly and unworthy, but which 
we will find if we honestly search our 
minds.” . 

“How could you and I,” he asked, 
‘usc precisely the same language? 
Not only do we each have an inter- 
esting ‘and individual linguistic his- 
tory, but if we are clever enough and 
our ears are keenly enough attuned, 
we can recognize these qualities in 
another. Of course we all can do this 
in a-rough way; we can distinguish 
the Englishman, Canadian, Yankee, 
Southerner, and so on.” 

A language is strong or weak, he 
said, in accordance with the strength 
or weakness of the race that speaks 
it. Had the Roman Empire lasted a 
few centuries longer, Dr. Day contin- 
ued, Britain would be speaking a} 
romance language similar to the! 
French or Spanish of today. 


Canadian Eggs For Export 


Considerable Increase Shown In 


Estimate For This Year 

It is estimated that this year 20,- 
000 cases each containing 30 dozen 
eggs, will be exported to Great Britain 
| from Canada. This marks a consider- 
able revival from the exports in 1930 
which totalled approximately 6,500 
cases. Already over 8,000 cases of 
eggs have been shipped to Great 
Britain from British Columbia via the 
Panama Canal. The remainder of 
Canadian exports, originating in the 
| Prairie and Eastern Provinces, will 
| be shipped from Montreal before the 
end of November. Whether shipments 
are made by the short water way 
from Montreal or by the longer route 
through the Panama Canal, the eggs 
|arrive in Great Britain in first class 
condition. 

In order that the quality of Cana- 
dian eggs may be fully dependable at 
|time of export all shipments are re- 
| quired by law to be graded according 
to Canadian standard grades of qual- 
ity and inspected by Dominion Gov-

The report goes on to say that “the 
twenty tons which have been brought 
out will yield from two to two and a 
half grams of radium. The richneés of 
this ore, together with the low cost 
of mining it, indicates that here, at 
last, is a deposit well able to match 
itself against those in South Africa.” 
The reference here is to the produc- 
tion of radium salts from ores mined 
in the Belgian Congo and exploited 
by a Belgian mining concern as one 
of the world's important sources of 
radium. According to the report 
quoted, these rich foreign resources 
“constitute a threat to those working 
with poorer ores.” 

Discovery of the Canadian deposits 
of pitchblende may have consequenves 
of profound significance to industry 
and to medical science. If the ore 
supply tapped in Mackenzie yields as 
high as 50 per cent. uranium, as re- 
ported, it may prove to be a North 
American source of radium salts rich 
enough to provide much larger sup- 
plies for scientific and therapeutic 
use than prices, set by foreign inter- 
ests now make available, Pitchblende 
is not the only known mineral con- 
taining uranium-—and, therefore, ra- 
dium—but it is one of the most valu- 
able ores mined for that purpose. 
Carnotite and autunite also are 
among the principal sources of the 
substance which has become so pre- 
cious to science and industry.

The method by which engineers 
may now test sheets or beams of 
steel for hidden defects by the 
use of gamma rays is extraordinarily 
simple.

One great advantage of this pro- 
cess of X-raying heavy metals is that 
all necessary equipment may be car- 
ried about in a handbag—carried, as 
Professor Doan says, “into a subma- 
rine, to the top of a skyscraper, into 
a machine shop or foundry, anywhere 
that a large object may need examin- 
ation.”. Of course the most serious 
drawback to the extensive use of such 
a method is the high cost of radium, 
but this situation may be altered in 
time by further discoveries of natural 
resources such as the pitchblende de- 
posits found in Canada._-New York 
Sun.

In per capita trade 
among trading nations Canada rose 
from seventh position in 1918 to 
fourth in 1930. 


In production and exportation of 
many staple products Canada ranks 
high among the principal nations. In 
the production of printing paper, nick- 
el’and asbestos the Dominion led all 
others. Canada is the world's second 


largest gold-producing country, and 


in output of wheat and zinc holds 
third place. 
As far as exports aré concerned the 


Dominion leads the world in wheat, | 


newsprint, nickel and asbestos, is sec- 
ond in the export of automobiles and 
wheat flour, and sells to other coun-

Typewriter-Telegraph System To. Be 
Installed In Homes and Offices 

Spirited competition between the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company on the one hand, and the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
Companies on the other, began in a 
new system of local and long-distance 
message communication. 

Automatic typewriter-telegraph in- 
struments, with standard typewriter 
keyboards, will be offered for iristalla- 
tion in homes and offices. The ma- 
chines will be similar to those used 
for the transmission of telegraphs and 
for the nation-wide .distribution of 
news by press associations. 

Under the new system a subscriber 
to the service may signal a central 
operator and have his machine con- 
nected with the machine of any other 
subscriber, whether that person is in 
the next building or on the other side 
of the country.

Their flying clubs enjoy 
government subsidy, Individual 
amateur flying is, in consequence, 
widespread. One of its results’ in 
Great Britain has been the production

and economy, which are giving a fine 
account of themselves in distance 
flights. 

Two major records have fallen very 
recently to 'planes of this type. Miss 
Betty Salaman reached Cape Town in 
five and a half days from Lympne, in 
Kent, cutting a full day from the time 
of the late Glen Kidston, who made 
his record in ah American machine of 
high speed and horse-power. Miss 
Salaman and her co-pilot used a De 
Haviland Puss-Moth, a_high-wing 
monoplane of thirty-six-foot wing 
spread. 

C. A. Butler shaved an hour off the 
London-Australia record. He flew a 
Comper Swift, one of the smallest of 
the world’s aircraft: an open cockpit, 
high-wing monoplane with only twen- 
ty-four-foot wing span. Its seventy- 
five horse-power Pobjoy engine car- 
ried him to the Antipodes at a ‘fuel 
cost of about 1 cent a mile. Mr. But- 
ler wore carpet slippers for his trip, 
a touch of home comfort which even 
the American motorist has not at-| 
tained.

Ontario’s Population Increase 


Growth During Past Decade Is Nearly 
Half a Million 

In ten years Ontario has had a pop- 
ulation increase of nearly half a mil- 
lion people, and of the 82 electoral 
districts in the province only 25 show 
decreases during the past decade. 

A census bulletin issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics gives 
Ontario's population, detailed by elec- 


toral districts, as 3,426,488, compared 
with 2,933,662 in 1921. 

The Maritime provinces show only 
a slight increase—7,994, over the 10- 
year period, with a total population 
today of 1,008,322. 

New Brunswick has a population of 
408,255 as against 387,876 in 1921. 
Nova Scotia shows a recession of 11,- 
810 to a total of 512,027, while Prince 
Edward Island’s population dropped 
from 88,615 to 88,040. 

The total for the Province of Que- 
bec has not yet been announced and 
will be awaited as giving a line on 
what the representation in the*House 
of Commons, from each province, will 
be in the next parliament, that is, 
after the next general election. Que- 
bec‘s representation is fixed at 65, and 
the unit of representation for the 
other provinces is Quebec's population 
divided by 65. Under the former cen- 
sus taken in 1921, the unit of repre- 
sentation was 37.650. 


Sees Improved Conditions 


London Governor Of Hudson’s Ba 
Company Pleased With Visit 
To Canada 
P. Ashley Cooper, of London, Eng- 
land, governor of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, who sailed for home recent- 
ly, on the White Star liner “Britan- 
nic,” said conditions in Canada are 

better than is generally known, 

“Conditions were definitely better 
than I had believed before I went 
there,” he said. Mr. Cooper spent 
two and a half months visiting the 
company’s branches throughout west- 
ern Canada. 

Speaking of tariff proposals as pro- 
tection for the empite, he said: “A 
tariff is essential to England, not that 
I believe in a tariff, but we must do 
it to protect ourselves against the 
high tariff walls erected by other 
nations.

Plants Given Longer Rest Period 


Bloom Much Eerlier 


An experiment with black “hoods” 
over chrysanthemums by florists here 
resulted in the blooms being advanced 
from three to five weeks. Acting on a 
suggestion from the Ohio State Uni- 
versity, the florists covered the plants 
with black cloth three hours before 
sunset each day and kept the covers 
on until two hours after sunrise the 
next day. 

Giving the plants a longer period 
of rest each day brought about the 
earlier blooming, the florists said. The 
flowers were as large and richly col- 
ored as those cut in mid-season.

THE ALBERTA SHEEP INDUSTRY 


There are about 520,000 sheep in 
Alberta. In some places small flocks 
are kept by those engaged in mixed 
. farming, but in the southern part of 
the province sheep ranching is con- 
ducted on a lange scale.. Ais one man 
can herd 1,200 to 1,600 sheep, that 
number or some multiple of it con- 
stitutes an economic unit. 

The sheep population of Canada 
has not increased rapidly. , In 1871 
there were 3,155,509 sheep, and in 
1929 there were only 8,731,358. In 
1929 the production of wool was es- 
timated to be 21,234,000 pounds, 
while we used about 90,000,000 
pounds. We thus fall far short of 
meeting our wood requirements, while 
we produce enough wheat to feed a 
population eight or nine times that 
of Canada. 

The Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers, Litd., 217 Bend street, Tor- 
onto, acts in co-operation with the 
various associations in collecting and 
forwarding wools for grading and 
sale, They also act as selling agents 
The Dominion Livestock Branch as- 
sumes responsibility for wool grade 
standards, and provides official 
wool graders for grading the co-op- 
erative shipments. 

On the E.P. Ranch a Hampshire 
flock is kept, but most of the foun- 
dation stock is of the Merino type. 
Mutton stock has. been  introducee, 
so that many are now classed as 
Rambouillets; There is a wide dit- 
ference of opinion as regards the 
merits of range wool, but Mr. J. B. 
Spencer, B.8.A., finds that as a rule | 
these wools are quite satisfactory for | 
medium fine tweeds, flannels, blan- 
kets and underwear. He points out 
that much depends on the care giv- 
en the wool, 

Sheep seem to be subject to nearly 
all diseases known to mankind and 
many of these troubles are contag- 
ious and difficult to cure, The mor- 
tality rate is liable to be high. There | 
are often losses by depredation of 
dogs, coyotes and timber wolves. 
During the winter seasons the lives 
of both sheep and shepherd are en- 
dangered by storms, deep snow and 
blizzards. Again, the grass crop may 
be poor and the short term leases | 
give no encouragement for providing | 
proper facilities. Taxes are higher 
and suitable extra help at lambing 
and shearing time is hard to get. As 
many of the men can shear one hund- 
red sheep a day, they should com- 
mand good wages. 

Even if a sheep rancher is lucky 
enough to escape all these hazards, 
he will still be operating at a loss. 
If help is not given him at once, he | 
will pass out of the picture.

crop brings only $2.10 per breeding 
ewe. The wool clip amounts to 
about eight pounds per sheep, and 
this brings from four to six cents 
rer pound, Thus the return per 
sheep is about $2.60. 

Without counting anything for | 
the rancher’s wages or the deprecia- 
tion for machinery cr buildings or 
breeding stock, the average ewe costs 
upwards of $3.00 per year to keep. 
I have spoken to many sheéepmen 
about the cost, and this figure seems 
to be the very minimum even when 
no misfortune befalls the flock. 
Clearly a loss must result and the 
larger the flock the greater the loss. 

Different governments have from 
year to year been spending substan- 
tial sums to help the sheep men, but 
the help has been inadequate. The 
Canadian government has been giving 
higher protection to industry and if 
this is to be the policy, it should 
apply to the farming as well as to 
the manufacturing industry; to the 
west as well as to the east, Some 
mills are turning out excellent goods 
using all Canadian wool. We only 
produce about half as much raw wool 
as the home market requires. In 
the opinion of those who have stud- 
ied the problem a tariff of 20 per 
cent, on raw wool would increase the 
price of a $50 suit by 50 cents. The 
form, in which help can be given, 
rests with the government, but the 
urgency is evident by the fact that 
nearly all the ranchers declare that
